DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I, as shown in Fig. 10, is drawn to a magnetic/inductive heater and cited 
in claims 39-42,156-168,176 and 180. 

Species II, as shown in Fig. 8, is drawn to an electrical/resistive heater and cited 
in claims 124-130,175 and 179. 

Species III, as shown in Fig. 20, is drawn to a thermal heater and cited in claim 

169. 

Species IV, is directed towards to a heater comprising photon energy, which is 
cited in claims 174 and 178. 

The species are independent or distinct because each specie refers to different 
embodiments of the claimed heater, in which each specific heater specie has its own 
specific elements. The need for a Species Election became more apparent with the 
addition of the new claims in the amendment. Furthermore, searching for every single 
embodiment would be burdensome to the Examiner. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.SC 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 10-11,48,135-155,170-173 and 177 are 
generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 . 1 41 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
